JACKSON COUNTY 


With Indications That Shan- : 


non Is Supporting Sen- 
ator, Pendergast’s Major- 
ity May Be Reduced. 


MUCH DEPENDS 
ON THE DRY VOTE 


Records Show County Is 
Dry — Heavy Turnout 
Expected in Primary With 
Big Local Issues.

KANSAS CITY, July 1.—With 
increasing indications that Joseph 
B. Shannon, rival of Tom Pender- 
gast for boss control of Democratic 
poliiics in Kansas City, intends to 
espouse the candidacy of State Sen- 
ator McCawley for the nomination 
for the governorship, there are 
growing doubts that the triumph in 
Jackson County of Pendergast’s 
candidate against McCawley, Fran- 
cis M. Wilson, will be by as big a 
margin as the Pendergast support 
at first led politicians to believe it 
would be. 

Shannon so far has avoided a 
public statement of his choice for 
the nomination, but it is consid- 
ered here to be significant that a 
very large part of the workers in 
the Shannon faction are busy in 
McCawley’s behalf, a_ situation 
which hardly could exist without 
Shannon's approval. 

Shannon has been out of the city 
for several weeks. On his return 
he could by a word stop ihe work 
being done by his faction for Mc- 
Cawley, or he could turn his entire 
organization to getting out a vote 
for McCawley. : 

Wilson to Carry County. 

Regardless of what efforts Shan-: 
non may make for McCawley, it is 
to be expected that Wilson will 
carry Jackson County. The only 
question appears to be whether the 
majority will be large or small. 
Pendergast has considerably more 
following than Shannon, but on the 
other hand there is a vote of con- 
siderable size here which can be 
counted upon to vote azainst a 
Pendergast candidate, There is 
less of the anti-boss opposition to 
Shannon than to his rival. 

A comparatively large Demo- 
cratic primary vote is expected in 
Jackson County, there being more 
candidates than usual for the local 
offices, and there being a $12,000,- 
000 bond issue to be voted on the 
day of the primary. The primary 
vote may go as high as 45,000. The 
heavier the vote the smaller the 
Wilson majority is expected to be. 

There is much opposition to the 
bonds, which are being resubmit- 
ted following their defeat at an 
election several months ago. Mc- 
Cawley’s campaign has been one 
calculated to draw to him the sup- 
port of the opponents of the bonds, 
he having gone on record in Oop- 
Position to increased taxes in the 
State, Pendergast is supporting 
the bonds. 

McCawley’s greatest strength 
here, however, lies in the fact that 
he is an outspoken dry candidate, 
while Wilson has dodged giving an 
expression of his views on prohibi- 
tion. McCawley has answered 
questionnaires stating his views, 
and has tried, up to this time with- 
out success, to learn what replies, 
if any, Wilson has given. 

Jackson County Dry. 

So far as the records show. Kan- 
sas City and Jackson County are 
dry. The combined majority for 
prohibition in 1916 was $946 and 
in 1918 was 1625, while on the 
referendum on McCawley’s prohi- 
bition enforcement act in 1924, the 
city and county voted by a major- 
ity of 36,438 for prohibition en- 
forcement. 

Adherents of the Pendergast fac- 
tion have been spreading the re- 
port over the state that Pendergast 
would pile up a majority in excess 
of 25,000 for Wilson in Jackson 
County as a whole. This sort of 
report could only be considered 
political propaganda. It would 
mean that.of a total vote of 45,000 
McCawley would receive only '9,- 
000 and that Wilson would reccive 
35,000. Supporters of McCawlay. 
not considering the over enthusias- 
tic who are insisting that McCaw- 
ley will defeat Wilson here, «are 
disposed to put the Wilson major- 
ity at something like 5000 or 6000. 

McCawley’s only record as a can- 
didate in this county was in 1924, 
when his name was on the ticket 
for the nomination for Attorney- 
General. He made no campaign 
that year and was one of two dry 
candidates for the nomination. Not- 
withstanding that and the addition. 
al fact that he had no organization 
RR a 
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support, he received 7702 votes. His 
dry opponent, Meredith, who iad 
the support of the dry organ-za- 
tions, received 11,992. Elmer O. 
Jones, who had the _ support of 
Pendergast and the wets, as well as 


some drys, received 27,553. The 
McCawley-Meredith vote was a 
dry, anti-Pendergast vote, and 


Pendergast then was able to muster 
a majority of less than 9000, in a 
total vote of approximately the 
same size as the estimate for this 
year. 

However, McCawley’s hope fora 
strong showing depends upon the 
dry vote going to the polls. It is 
a debatable question whether the 
nomination of Smith, a wet, for the 
presidency has caused such a loss 
of interest in Democratic politics 
among the drys that many of them 
will refuse to take part in Demo- 
cratic politics this year, or wheth- 
er its effect will be to bring them 
out in larger numbers in an effort 
to nominate dry candidates for 
State and local offices. 


Cawley following that the latter 
will prove to be the case and that 
the heavy vote for prohibition en- 
forcement, referendum approval of 
the law of which McCawley was 
the author, can be counted on to 
show that McCawley will get the 
bulk of the dry vote.

annulling the marriage of Prince 
Gino  Potenziani, Governor of 
Rome, and the Princess Madda 
Potenziani, daughter of the old 
family of Papadopolo-Aldobran- 
dini. 

The Princess admitted that, at 
the time of her marriage to Prince 
Potenziani, she was in love with 
Count Gilberto-Arrivabene, fiance 
of her twin sister, Vera. 

The Prince and Princess had 
been separated since 1913. A di- 
vorce was granted in 1920 at 
Fiume, which, at that time, was 
a -sort of Italian Reno. This de- 
cree, however, was not recognized 
by the Italian courts. 

The Rota action was instituted 
by the Princess in 1923. At that 
time it was rumored that she 
planned to marry the Prince of 


‘Scorida, a young politician with 


whom she had long been acquaint- 
ed. He died, however, two years 
ago. 

The Princess charged that she 
did not marry Prince Potenziani 
of her own free will, but had been 
forced into the union by her moth- 
er. She had been twice asked in 
marriage by Prince Potenziani, it 
was understood, refusing him the 
first time because of her attach- 
ment for her twin sister’s fiance, 
Count Gilberto-Arrivazene, whom 
she wished to marry. ;

Friends lifted the black 
draped casket to their shoulders 
and bore it to the Obregon home 
where it remained in state’ until 
late this afternoon. 

The funeral procession procéed- 
ed by train and automobile from 
Huatabampo. There a_ military 
band played the funeral march and 
a long column of mourners fol- 
lowed to the grave. Immediately 
following the casket was the fam- 
ily, then high officials of the army 
and navy,-followed by civil and 
political leaders. The rear of the 
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procession was made up of hun- 
dreds of Mexicans and _ Indians. 
Soldiers marched alongside. 

Not only did thousands of per- 
sons pay their tribute to the dead 
General at the graveside, but over 
the state and nation silence was 
observed in cities and hamlets. 

Sirens announced the burial of 


Gen. Obregon in towns where prior | 


manifestos had been issued by au- 
thorities, and the Mexican people 
Stood with bowed heads in silence 
for five minutes. 

Tonight throughout Sonora. spe- 
cial memorial services were held.

Famous Actress Who Died 
in England at 80, Left 
Directions on Fly-Leaf of 
Favorite Book.

SMALL HYTHE, England, July 
21.—"‘No funeral gloom, my dears, 
when I am gone.” : 

Ellen Terry, famous actress, has 
had her wish, for beauty and peace 
and loving tenderness surrounded 
her body as it lay this evening in 
the quaint old farmhouse which 
she had known so long as home. 

The noted actress died this 
morning, tranquilly, surrounded by 
her loved ones. With her were her 
daughter, Edith Craig; her son, Ed- 
ward Gordon Craig; her brother, 
Charles Terry, and her favorite 
niece, Miss Olive Terry. 

Last Wish Posted at Gate. 

At “‘the farm,’’ which nestles at 
the edge of this ancient hamley 
there was little to indicate that 
there had been a great change. 
There was an air of subdued ac- 
tivity, but no blinds were drawn 
and no one in black appeared. The 
reason for this was in a little white 
notice tacked upon the gate. It 
was the actress’ last 
she had penned on the fly leaf of 
One of her favorite volumes, the 
“Imitation of Christ,” by Thomas 
a Kempis. It read: 

“‘No funeral gloom, my dears, when 
Iam gone, 

“Corpse-gazing, tears, black rai- 
ment, graveyard grimness. 
“Think of me as withdrawn into 

the dimness, 
“Yours still, you mine. 
“Remember all the best of our past 
moments and forget the rest, 
“And so to where I wait come 
gently on.” 

Below was written: “I should 
wish my children,. relatives and 
friends to observe this when I die.” 

The noted actress, who was 89 
years old, died at 8:56 this morn- 
ing, after an uncomfortable nignt. 
She had been making a hopeless 
Struggle against a comopination of 
heart attack and cerebral hemor- 
rhage, and began sinking slowly 
last Tuesday.

FOUR AMERICANS REPORTED 
LOST IN SASKATCHEWAN 


Party of Geologists Last Heard 
From Three Weeks ..go in 
Reindeer Lake Reg'-=1.

REGINA, Sask., July 21.—Four 
American geologists are thought to 
be lost in the Reindeer Lake re- 
gion of Northern Saskatchewan 
with inadequate clothing, equip- 
ment and food.

J. M. Cumines, manager of the 
Hudson's Bay Company post at 
Brochet, reported to the Mounted 
Police Post at Prince Albert that 
when he met the geologists three 
weeks ago at the lower end of 
Rainbow Lake they had little food, 
poor clothing, and most of their 
equipment was lost or damaged.

Miss Terry knew how to aze 
gracefully. She never feigned 
youth.

The Terry home nestles at che 
e€zge of a tiny hamlet called Small 
Hythe. Just below the house is a

N PLACE BY WORD 
OF MAN IN. PLANE 


Director of Public Welfare 
Salisbury Speaks Into Ra- | 
dio Device at Lambert 
Field Ceremony. 


The cornerstone of the new Rob- 
ertson Aircraft Corporation office 
building on the northwest corner | 
of Lambert-St. Louis Field was laid | 
yesterday afternoon at ‘the com- 
mand of Director of Public Welfare 
circling ver. the 
field in an airplane, spoke .nto a 
short-wave radio broadcasting set, 
the word that caused the stone to 
fall into place. 

A receiving set on the ground in- 
cluded a relay which was actuated 
by Director Salisbury’s -oice, so 
that when he called “Drop” into 
the microphone, the stone settled 
into the bed of cement ~ hich had 
been spread for it. 

Before the cornerstone laying, 
Salisbury delivered an address from 
the plane which was re-broadcast 
by Station KMOX. Reviewing the 
history of the Robertson Aircraft 
Corporation from its start as a 
“one-plane”’ company, he declared 
the new building was typical of St. 
Louis’ advance in aviation, and 
urged his audience to support the 
$2,000,000 airport bond issue pro- 
posed to be submitted to the vot- 
ers Aug. 7, so that St. Louis might 
continue to progress tow rd a po- 
Sition of aeronautical leadership. 

“We appeal to every St. Louisan 
to consider the success of the air- 
port bond issue a personal matter,” 
he said, “‘so that the city may reap 
the great harvest now offered it in 
the field of aeronautics. 

“The airport proposal is no 
longer in the hands of a few in- 
dividual. It is squarely . before 
the registered voters of St. Louis, 
and it is up to them to see that 
it passes. In no other way than 
by your favorable vote can the air- 
port project materialize. 

“Failure to act will deprive St. 
Louis of the chance to take its 
rightful place in aviation and leave 
it virtually the only major city in 
the country without an adequate 
air terminal. The city’s position 
as the heart of a vast inland em- 
pire is being challenged.

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ARMY DEVELOPS 
DEVICE TO HELP 
FLYERS IN FOG 
New Altimeter, Still Experi- 
mental, Shows Exact 
Distance to Ground. 


Ey the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, July 20.—A new | 
instrument designed to defeat fos. | 
an arch-enemy of aviation, has 
been developed by army air corps) 
engineers. | 

It is a new style altimeter, at 
present highly experimental, which 
registers the exact distance between 
airplane and ground objects, in- 
stead of giving, as the present alti- 
meter does, the distance above sea 
level. Its value is expected to be 
demonstrated in night and foggy 
weather flying. 

“The value of this height-record- 
ing device,” Assistant Secretary 
Davison said today in announcing 
the improvement, ‘‘becomes appar- 
ent when one considers the fix in 
which pilots have often found 
themselves when flying or in trying 
to land in a fog or at night. 

“It must be remembered that the 
old altimeter works by atmospheric 
pressure. Its zero is at sea-level 
but a pilot who fiies 1000 , feet 
above that level may actually have 
only 50 feet clearance between 
himself and tree tops in high and 
rolling country. Lift one of these 
instruments above a desk and it 
records exactly the height at which 
it is held suspended.” 

Another experiment is 
conducted to reduce danger in bad 
weather landings. It is a series of 
wires that radiate from the center 
of the airport like spokes from a 
wheel, Each wire sends at various 
intervals radio signals informing 
the pilot. about to make a landing, 
how to govern his descent and even 
tells him, the engineers say, when 
to put his wheels on the ground.

QUITS CITY HOSPITAL 


Was in Charge When Paflertt 
Was Dosed With Formalde- 
hyde by Mistake. 


Dr. Abraham Bouhasin, tn charge 
of the City Hos«pital receiving room 
for 14 vears, and characterized yes- 
terday by a Coroner's jury as 
“grossly carciess” in the treatment 
of a patient who died as a result of 
a stretcher bearer’s mistake, has 
resigned, it was learned ‘ast night. 

The following notice was posted 
in the receiving room: “To after- 
noon and Night Dispensary Physi- 
cians: Due to the resignation of Dr. 
Bouhasin, the _relief schedule is 
suspended from this date until fur- 
ther notice. (Signed) Dr. H. F. 
Cleveland.” 

Dr. Bouhasin, who has an office 
and resides at 2017 Choutcau ave- 
nue, refused to confirm the notice 
of his resignation, which was dated 
Friday, or to comment on it. It is 
understood he left the dispensary 
staff, which furnishes receiving 
room physicians, as the result of 
the mistake by which formaldehyde 
was given to a patient by an atten- 
dant instead of Epsom salts. 

The victim was Michael Shaugh- 
nessy, also known as Herbst, of 
4922 Bulwer avenue, who was 
taken to the hospital last Tuesday 
with another man to be treated 
for alcoholism. After the stomach 
pump had been used, Dr. Bouhas- 
in directed the stretcher bearer, 
Herman Stueffe, to give the pa- 
tient a cup of Epsom salts. Stuef- 
fe got the wrong bottle and gave 
Shaughnessy folmaldehyde, a pow- 
erful disinfectant, from which he 
died early Thursday. 

In his testimony at the Inquest 
Dr. Bouhasin declared he could 
not explain the mistake. He de- 
clared that it was a custom of 
many years’ standing to allow 
stretcher bearers to administer

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FRENCH JUDGE ASSAILS 
AMERICAN LAWYERS 


Denounces Three by Name in 
Investigation of ‘‘Di- 
vorce Mill.” 


By the Associated Press. 

PARIS, July 21.—The 
scandal respecting the “American 
divorce mill” in Paris developed 
from an anonymous letter, said 
representatives of seven accused 
French lawyers when the defense 
had its inning in a court hearing 
here today. 

Avocat Baudelot, eminent in le- 
gal circles and chief of counsel for 
the accused, turned on the public 
prosecutor and cried: “You went to 
sleep at your post. You allowed 
Jawyers to take the wrong road, 
and now you prosecute them be- 
cause you did not halt them.” 

The entire audience, principally 
members of the bar, greeted this 
denunciation with approving shouts. 

Earlier in the proceedings Judge 
Wattine, presiding at the trial, 
grilled the seven defendants severe- 
ly. Several American attorneys 
also came in for sharp criticism. 

The Judge declared that the 
‘Americans took reprehensible roles 
and “knowingly imposed upon 
French justice.” He mentioned 
specifically Dudley Field Malone, 
former collector of the port of New 
York; Benjamin H. Conner, presi- 
dent of the American Chamber of 
Commerce of Paris, and Charles 
G. Loeb, attorney for Bainbridge 
Colby when the latter was refused 
a divorce. 


Judge Wattine emphasized the 
high position in the public eye of 
the American attorneys, Connor 
and Loeb, as officers of the Amer- 
ican Chamber of Commerce, and 
mentioned Connor as “receiving the 
Premier and Cabinet Ministers.” 

Malone, in an interview, said: 
“Undoubtedly there have been ir- 
regularities in speeding up certain

LETTER FOUND IN TRASH PILE | 
BEARS SIGNATURE OF LINCOLN 


Document, Thought to Be by War 
President, Congratulates Gov- 
ernor of Louisiana. 

By the Associated Press. : 
ATLANTA, Ga., July 21.—Un- 
earthed in a trash pile here, a let- 
ter signed “A. Lincoln” is thought 
to have been written by President 
Lincoln during the Civil War, con- 
gratulating Michael Hahn on his 
election as “the first Free State 


Governor of Louisiana.” 

The letter, written in a bold 
hand and addressed to the Louisi- 
ana Governor, is written on sta-. 
tionery headed “Executive Man- 
sion,” dated March 13, 1864. O. P. 
Walton and “Tubby” Walton, res- 
taurant owners, found it. 

The text of the letter follows: 

“I conzratulate you on having 
fixed your name in history as the 
first Free State Governor of Lou- 
isiana. Now you are about to have 
a convention which, among other 
things, will probably define the 
elective franchise. I barely sug- 
gest for your private consideration 
whether some of the colored people 
may not be let in—as, for instance, 
the very intelligent and especially 
those who have fought gallantly in 
our ranks. They would probably 
help, in some trying times to come, 
to keep the jewel of liberty with 
the family of freedom. But this is 
only a suggestion, not to the public, 
but to you alone. Yours truly, A. 
Lincoln.”

NEW YORK, July 21.—The Eve- 
ning Post in copyrighted weekly 
financial review, says: 
“With all money signals except 
the call rate set against it, the 
stock market crept forward per- 
ceptibly if cautiously this week. 
No increase in activity was in- 
duced by the moderate rise in quo- 
tations despite the efforts of pools 
to stimulate fresh followings. A 
delusion of cheap money has been 
created in and out of Wall street 
by the display of a 5 per cent call 
rate. By those anxious for a re- 
vival in speculation the late July 
relaxation in demand funds in ad- 
vanced as bull argument just now. 
Even the financial district forgets 
that money in the third week of 
July attains a position of abnormal 
comfort. By this time each year 
most of the currency drawn out for 
mid-year settlement purposes and 
over the Fourth of July has teen 
returned. The fall demands have 
not yet set in. That is why in this 
off season the rate on demand 
funds has fallen to a lower level 
than is warranted by the funda- 
mental credit structure and than 
can be expected to hold on any 
reasonable interpretation of condi- 
tions. 
Autumna] Demand Question. 

“Within another 10 days the sea- 
sonal outflow of currency is likely 
to be resumed and in the very near 
future the autumnal demands for 
funds will swell the volume of 
commercial loans. Here are two 
strong seasonal pressures of a 
tightening character that have not 
received enough attention. Through- 
out the spring of 1928 the volume 
of currency outstanding remained 
low. In the final week of July the 
demand for currency almost inva- 
riably begins to multiply and if 
precedent is any guide roughly 
$100,000,000 in currency should 
flow out within the next two 
months. In its immediate effect 
on rates the loss to the meney mar- 
ket of a dollar in currency is equal 
to the loss of a dollar through gold 
exports. The difference is, of 
course, that the currency eventual- 
ly drifts back, but the important 
thing to note is that for its imme- 
diate influence a withdrawal of cur- 
rency acts like an export of gold 
rather than an increase in credit. 
To the extent that no offset is pro- 
vided against this seasonal expan- 
sion in currency through bill pur- 
chases by the reserve system an 
expansion of $100,000,000 # in 
currency during the next eight 
weeks would tighten money 
as much as an increase of $1,000,- 
600,000 in loans. 

Force for Dearer Moncy. 

“A less powerful but additional 
potent force that begins to work 
for dearer money in August is the 
rising demand for funds in indus- 
try. Commercial loans usually 
reach a peak in the spring and 
then decline until about this time, 
but Instead of shrinking these 
loans in 1928 have maintained a 
high level. Whether the normal 
autumn expansion in commercial 
loans will come from this level de- 
pends partly upon the ability of 
borrowers to substitute foreign for 
domestic funds. Unquestionably 
there will be expansion. If it 
reaches the 4.6 per cent growth or- 
dinarily expected from now to the 
autumn peak, commercial loans of 
reporting member banks may still 
increase the neighborhood of $400,- 
000,000. A $400,000,000 expansion 
in commercial loans would not 
have as great an effect on money 
as $100.000,000 increase in the 
volume of outstanding currency, 
but they would operate in the same 
direction. In any consideration of 
the future trend In money rates 
these signs must be regarded as 
more reliable indicators than the 
present flush of call funds. 

Critic’s Comment. 

“Too much emphasis perhaps 
has been given to the harmful! ef- 
fect on business likely to result 
from the Federal Reserve System's 
program to check the expansion 'n 
speculative credit. That in an ef- 
fort to prevent any further growth 
of bank credit based on security 
speculation the reserve officials 
have indirectly tightened money 
for industry must now be plain. 
That the net result will be a cessa- 
tion in industrial activity does not 
#0 easily follow. A far more dras- 
tic restrictive program in Germany 
directed against the stock market 
than anything contemplated here 
aid not even bring a pause in busi.

While it hardly seems possible 
that a team could travel at a faster 
pace than the world’s champion 
Yankees did in 1927, this is never- 
theless true, inasmuch as the New 
Yorkers added 17 points to the fig- 
ure they owned a year ago. Hug- 
gins’ men are going at a clip, 
which shows three victories in 
practically every four starts. 

Two Big Surprises. 

However, the two surprise clubs 
in the major leagues, the teams 
which have shuwn the greatest 
jumps are the Cincinnati Reds and 
Boston Red Sox. On July 20, 1927, 
Jack Hendricks’ club was in sev- 
enth place with a percentage of 
.409. Thus the Reds have tacked 
on 158 percentage points, the larg- 
est gain to be shown by any of the 
major teams. 

While Bill Carrigan’s men have 
leaped only from eighth to seventh 
position, the Boston Red Sox, nev- 
ertheless, have a percentage 154 
points better than during the 1927

When the Cardinals reached 
July 20 last season under Bob 
O'Farrell ,the team has a mark

—tacked on 80, the second largest 
jump in the circuit. 
Pirates Lose 113 Points. 

That the road has been mighty 
rocky for the ,Pittsburg Pirates, 
pennant winners in the N. Il. a 
year ago, is indicated by the stand- 
ings, which show that the Corsairs 
have dropped 113 points. This, 
however, was not the largest de- 
crease. This honor, if such it can 
be called, goes to the Detroit Ti- 
gers. George Moriarty’s~ club, 
which in the pre-season selections 
Was a consensus choice to finish 
well up in the race, dropped from 
a .558 and third place down to 
.3898 and eighth position, a loss of 
160 percentage points, one more 
than the Senators. 

Although Connie Mack's Athle- 
tics picked up 68 points, the club 
as a pennant possibility, was no 
better off this season than a year 
ago.

Took Up Baseball to Avoid W ork 


‘Browns’ Ace Discarded. 
Spade for Glove in Army 
— Became Hurler After 
Starting Out as Shortstop

“General” Al Crowder became a 
ball player in order to avoid wark. 
He said so himself while reclining 
luxuriously in bed at 10 o’clock 
in the morning. The muscles in his 
big arms and chest rippled under 
numerous army tattooed insignia 
as he sat up. stretched and asked 
his roomie, George Blaeholder, who 
was up and dressed, to pass hima 
cigarette. The “General,” who now 
has a two-and-one count on the 
world with a change of pace up bis 
sleeve, grinued slowly in his ac- 
customed way. 

“I was in the army,” he said, “in 
the Philippines. I had enlisted in 
1919 in my home town, Winston- 
Salem, N. C., for duty in the avia- 
tion service along the Mexican 
border. But when I got to Fort 
Thomas, Ky., I met up with some 
fellows there and we decided to go 
to Siberia and hook up with Field 
Hospital No. 4, which had been 
there since the war. They needed 
replacement. in this outfit because 
a lot of the regulars had been held 
over their enlistment time and 
wanted to get out.’’ 


Discards Spade for Glove. 


So to Siberia went Al Crowder, 
who wasn’t then even a ballplayer. 
They were stationed at a town 
called Bears Offla, or that’s the 
way the “General’’ pronounces it. 
He gives up trying to spell it. The 
outfit left the place soon after ar- 
riving, anyway, so it doesn’t matter, 
and returned to the Phillippines. 
fiere a nice mess awaited the unit. 
Storms and decay had wrecked 
their barracks in their absence, 
their buildings. were a mass of 
twisted bamboo and the military 
roads had been completely washed 
out. 

“There was a terrible lot of work 
to do around there,” said the 
“General.” “They gave me a good 
share of it because I was husky. 
But one day the Major, who was 
a nut on baseball, asked for 10 or 
11 recruits for a team and re- 
marked that the ballplayers would 
not be expected to work. ‘Boys,’ 
he says, ‘we must have a team. 
Who can play ball?’” 

Enlisted man Crowder joyfully 
tossed aside his spade and volun- 
teered, although he had played no 
more ball than the average young- 
ster his age. They made him a 
shortstop and when they make you 
anything in the Army, you are just 
that. If it’s' cook, you’re a cook. 
If it’s shortstop, you're a short- 
stop, even if you wear the glove 
around your neck, i. 

One day the man who had been 
invested with the duties of pitcher, 
was knocked out and Crowder 
went in and did his first pitching 
job. He won, and may Horatio 
Alger and Burt L. Standish forgive 
us, 

Signed First With Seals. 

Before his three-year enlistment 
was up, Crowder was transferred 
to San Francisco for duty in the 
general hospital there. Here they 
made him pitcher, too, and one day 
toward the end of his enlistment, 
a scout for the San Francisco Seals 
offered him a contract. He did 
pretty well with the Seals but soon 
landed back in his home _ town, 
Winston-Salem, In 1923 he won 
10 and lost seven and was sold to 
Rochester, which farmed him out 
to Waterbury in the Eastern 
League.. Here in 1924 he won 11 
and lost 13 games and played in 
the outfield in between. 
In 1925 he went to Birmingham, 
where his record for the year was 
13 and 11) with outfield service in 
40 games. In 1926 he got a good 
start in Birmingham and won 17 
while losing four, and was sold to 
Washington. Crowder finished the 
year with a 24-8 record and ap- 
peared set for a major league ca- 
reer.

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UNION ELECTRIC AUDIT 
70 BEGIN IN TEN DAYS 


Service Board Estimates That 
With Staff Available It 
Will Take a Year.

JEFFERSON CITY, July 21.— 
An audit of the books of the Union 
Electric Light and Power Co. of 
St. Louis, ordered by the State 
Public Service Commission to de- 
termine whether a further reduc- 
tion should be made in_ electric 
rates of the company, will be start- 
ed by the commission's accountants 
within the next week or 10 days. 


The commission estimated that 
approximately one year would be 
required to complete the audit, with 
the staff now available. Two ac- 
countants will begin the work and 
one or two others will be assigned 
to the audit when they complete 
inquiries in which they now are en- 


gaged. 


commission upon a motion filed by 
the city of St. Louis. The order di- 
rected the accountants to audit the 
expenditures for additions to the 
plant since Dec. 31, 1915; the prop- 
erty retirements; details of the ac- 
cumulation of a balance of about 
$10,000,000 in the depreciation re- 
serve, set gside out of rates charged 
by the company; the operating ex- 
penses and revenues, and to obtain 
from the books any other informa- 
tion or data that would be of help 
to the commission in the proceed- 
ing. 

Last May the company filed a 
reduction in electric rates for large 
consumers, that would cut an esti- 
mated amount of $600,000 a year 
from bills of these consumers, and 
made a reduction in steam heating 
rates, amounting to about $100,000 
a year.

Our craft is a two-motored

writing in our hotel at Friedrich- 
shafen, Germany.

Clings to Injunctions. 

Barr could not bring himself to 
think that the Republican plat- 
form makers were serious when 
they wrote the anti-injunction 
plank. “‘We cannqt possibly boe- 
lieve that the Republican party 
will destroy the injunction r-lief 
now in the power of the courts 
which is used to protect property 
and even life in labor disputes,” 
he observed with some alarm. 

“If it does not mean an iIn- 
dorsement of the anti-injunction 
legislation, what does it mean and 
what kind of legislation is to be 
proposed according to the sugges- 
tions in the platform?” he rhetox- 
ically asked his colleagues. His 
own reaction is that “this is an- 
other question that we believe 
should be answered very def!- 
nitely during the campaign.” 

Barr declared that management 
and not politics was responsibis 
for industry success. “‘During the 
past year, as well as in preceding 
years, industry has progressed 
steadily and because of conserva- 
tive management, setbacks have 
not been serious and the country 
continues to enjoy a good meap- 
ure of prosperity,” he observed. 
‘Has any of this prosperity been 
due to politics? The fact is that 
it has all been due to manage- 
ment and whatever defects there 
have been in our prosperity have 
been due to politics. Shall we 
encourage absurd legislation 
which will hamstring all business 
into a condition, where panic and 
depression are inevitable?” 

In closing the letter on the 
Republican plank, Barr indicated 
that a similar analysis would bs 
made of the Democratic plank. 
He apparently did not think the 
Democrats would treat his group 
more favorably than the Repubil- 
cans had done. 

“The Democratic convention at 
Houston will begin on June 26 
and after the candidates are 
named there, the campaign wil! 
begin,” he®said. “It will be an 
interesting period. Partisanship 
will run high. A political year 
is really a period of temporary 
insanity and it is our duty to 
remain sane and watchful and use 
our power for protection of na- 
tional prosperity.

From his own standpoint, his 
prediction came true.

The news 
this morning is that Serbia has capitulated on 
the main point, but it is very doubtful if 
any reservation will be accepted by Austria, 
who is resolved upon a complete and final 
humiliation. The curious thing is that on 
many, if not most, of the points Austria has 
a good and Serbia a very bad case, but the 
Austrians are quite the stupidest people in 
Europe. There is brutality about their mode 
of procedure which will make most people 
think that this is a case of a ‘big power 
wantonly bullying a little one. Anyhow, it 
is the most dangerous situation of the last 
40 years, though it may incidentally have 
the good effect of throwing into the back-

| “Nothing But a Miracle 
| Can Avert War, It Seems” 


JULY 29—The amending bill and the whole 
Irish business are, of course, put into the 
shade by the coming war, for it now seems 
as if nothing but a miracle could avert it. 
After dinner I went across to E. Grey and 
sat with him and Haldane till 1 a. m., talk-’ 
ing over the situation and trying to discover 
bridges and outlets. It is one of the ironies 
of tNe case that we, being the only Power 
who has made so much as a constructive sug- 
gestion in the direction of peace, are blamed 
by both Russia and Germany for causing the 
qutbreak of war.

I had a visit 
at breakfast from Lichnowsky, German Am- 
bassador, who was very emotional and im- 
plored me not to side with France. 

He said that Germany, with her army cut 
in two between France and Russia, was far 
more likely to be crushed than France. He 
was very agitated, poor man, and wept. I 
told him that we had no desire to intervene, 
and that it rested largely with Germany to 
make intervention impossible if she would 
(1) not invade Belgium; (2) not send her 
fleet into the Channel to attack the unpro- 
tected north coast of France. .

The whole situation and 
its antecedents were explained by Sir Edward 
Grey in his historic speech in the House of 
Commons on the afternoon of the 3d. In 
my cabinet letter to the King of that day 
I had to report that four of my colleagues 
had tendered their resignation, adding an ex- 
pression of my hope that some of them might 
be induced to reconsider their position. 

Two of them, Lord Beauchamp and Sir John 
Simon, yielded to my counsels and consent- 
ed to retain their offices. The other two, 
Lord Morley and Mr. Burns, did not see their 
way to alter their resolution. 

AUGUST 3—This morning two letters ar- 
rived for me, one from John Morley, the 
other from Simon, announcing that they must 
follow John Burns’ example. They are both 
characteristic productions. At the Cabinet 
later in the morning Beauchamp declared that 
he must do likewise. That is four gone. We 
had a rather moving scene in which everyone 
all around said something, Lloyd George mak- 
ing a strong appeal to them not to go, or at 
least to delay it. Anyhow, they all agreed

It is curious 
how going to and from the House we are now 
always escorted and surrounded by cheering 
crowds of loafers and holiday-makers. In 
the evening 1 had a call from Bonar Law, 
*who is afraid that we shall make use of the 
truce to spring a trick on them by suddenly 
proroguing and putting the Home Rule and 
Welsh church bill on the statute book as a 
fait sccompli before they can say “knife.” 

I assured him that there would be no thim- 
ble-rigging, but it is not easy at the mo- 
men: to decide exactly how to deal with the 
bills. The best thing, of course, would be a 
deal between Carson and Redmond, which is 
far from impossible.

| Ultimatum to Germany 
| To Keep Out of Belgium

the Germans an ultimatum to expire at mid- 
night requesting them to give a like assurance 
with the French that they would respect Bel- 
gian neutrality. 

They have invented a story that the French 
were meditating an invasion of Belgium and 
that they were only acting in self-defense, a 
manifest and transparent lie. Winston 
(Churchill) who has got on all his war-paint, 
is longing for a sea fight in the early hours

Feng Stronger Than Yen. 


The forces of Yen, the “‘mod- 
el,” are too®weak numerically to 
resist those of Feng, should the 
latter be tempted to establish 
himself once more as the dictator 
of the northern Capital. Gen. 
Chiang, the Southern Comman- 
der, on the other hand, althouga 
possessing a very numerous army, 
has so far refrained from carry- 
ng out his proclaimed intention 
of pushing across the Great Wal! 
into Manchuria.

Pekin, they have been removed 
not to Nanking but to Shanghai, 
for very. natural reasons, namely, 
inadequate communications be- 
tween Nanking and the outer 
world. Indeed, from the point of 
view of the adequacy and the 
safety of such communications, 
there is only one alternative to 
Pekin, and that is Shanghai, 
where, on the same grounds, con- 
ferences of Nationalist. and pollt- 
ical leaders have recently been 


held, instead of at Hankow. 

The transfer of the capital from 
Pekin to Nanking would be most 
undesirable from the standpoint 
of the foreign Legations and col- 
onies. At Pekin foreigners are 
relatively secure, for at the first 
threat of peril they need only 
take refuge in Tientsin, ‘where 
there has always been a strong 
foreign garrison as well as a fair- 
ly strong railway guard insuring 
a train service between Pekin and 
the coast. At Nanking, the posi- 
tion of foreign diplomats and 
merchants would be decidedly 
precarious in the present state of 
anarchy and chaos. This is proved . 
by the outrages committed last 
year on the British, American and 
Japanese Consular authorities, 
and other foreign residents, 

For the outrages the present 
Nanking Government has as yet 
made no full and fair reparation. 
It has even insisted, in the course 
of the negotiations with the Brit- 
ish Minister at Pekin, Sir Miles 
Lampson, that Great Britain, in 
return for an apology and an un- 
determined sum for damages, 
should apologize for the firing of 
British warships on Chinese 
troops at Nanking, and should 


solemnly undertake to revise the 
iniquitous and evil treaties.

THE END OF THE COAL STRIKE. 

The so-called “Jacksonville wage scale” has finally 
been abandoned in the bituminous coal mines. 

This wage scale provided for a uniform wage of 
$7.50 a day and $1.08 a ton in the central competitive 
field, which includes Western Pennsylvania, Ohio, In- 
diana, Illinois and the outlying districts of Missouri, 
Kansas, Oklahoma, Idaho, Montana, Wyoming and 
Nevada. It has been in effect since 1920, when the 
terms were agreed upon at a conference of operators 
and miners at Cleveland. After a stormy four years, 
punctuated by two strikes, the same terms were re- 
affirmed in a conference at Jacksonville, Fla., in Feb- 
ruary, 1924, to be effective for a period of three 
years, or until April 1, 1927. On that date the op- 
erators refused to renew the agreement and a strike 
was ordered which has been in progress ever since, A 
few operators here and there have withdrawn from 
their association and reopened their mines at the 
Jacksonville scale, but, for the most part, the in- 
dustry has been prostrate in the central competitive 
field. ‘The present strike now appears to have end- 
ed in the surrender by the miners of the Jacksonville 
agreement, 

This decision was reached by a committee which

The committee 
has authorized district officers to negotiate with op- 
erators, with the proviso that terms shall be ratified 
by a district convention or referendum. The imme- 
diate effect of the Indianapolis decision will presum- 
ably be a resumption of operations throughout the 
entire bituminous field, But the basic conditions 
which have kept this great industry in turmoil and 
distress have not been. corrected by the surrender 
of the Jacksonville wage scale. Those conditions are 
well known. Too many mines, too many miners. 
With normal operation our mines can produce far 
more coal than the market can consume. Until that 
situation is remedied there, obviously, can be no per- 
manent peace in the coal mines. The flash of pros- 
perity will necessarily soon flicker out. Mines with 
rich deposits, or a special quality of product, may 
operate continuously, but those not so happily cir- 
cumstanced will have to shut down under the grim 
mandate of competition as soon as the market’s 
urgent demands are met. 

And this, broadly speaking, has been the history 
of the industry under the Jacksonville agreement. 
That uniform wage scale has been, so to speak, a 
scrap of paper. It has provided a fair day’s pay 
for a fair day’s work, but it has not provided the 
day’s work. The coal miner who has been employed 
three-fourths of his time in the last seven years 
has been exceptionally fortunate. Half-time and less 
than half-time has been the rule. 

And the operator has, in many instances, been in 
about as bad case as the miner. Where production 
has been expensive, due to any number of conditions, 
he has been unable to pay the Jacksonville scale and 
has shut down his mine. In recent years the op- 
erator’s difficulties have been aggravated by the 
competition of the nonunion mines in Kentucky, with 
their substantially lower wages. Whether nonunion 
competition will continue to harass the unionized 
mines by a further cutting of wages is problematical. 
In the nature of things, of course, there is a mini- 
mum below which the nonunion operator and non- 
union miner cannot go, 

As to other consequences of the Indianapolis de- 
cision, speculation is directed to John L. Lewis. The 
surrender of the Jacksonville scale does not unmjs- 
takably foreshadow his passing, but it points that 
way. There are conflicting estimates of his lead- 
ership, but no head of the mine workers, whatever 
his genius, could solve the problem of the coal in- 
dustry. Neither could any operator or operators’ or- 
ganization. The problem of this basic industry calls 
for the best minds among the operators and the labor 
leaders, aided by the ablest technicians, all of them 
striving fora solution under the authority and with 
the earnest co-operation of the Government.

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THE IOWAS AND THE WHITE FATHER. 
In the belief of the Iowas, a considerable Repub- 
lican tribe on the Upper Mississippi, the White Fa- 
ther at Washington could not very well be a Demo- 
crat.

The country will find it hard to sympathize with that 
sort of partisanship. More than 30 farm organiza- 
tions, meeting in Des Moines, declare the Houston 
platform more sympathetic with farming than the 
Kansas City platform, but Iowa sticks to her un- 
generous gods.

THE CHEWING GUM EVIL. 

The report just issued by the Department of Com- 
merce at Washington on the chewing gum situation 
is a clarion call for the immediate organization of an 
antichewing gum league. Now is the time for all 
uplifters of the race and dictators of other people’s 
morals to get together and grapple with the growing 
menace. For the report shows that in 1927 the na- 
tion's chewing gum bill was $58,018,271 and that the 
habit is increasing to the tune of approximately $2,- 
000,000 a year. It is appalling. 

There is, of course, no way of knowing how many 
addicts there are, since the chewing of gum is a so- 
cial dissipation, the sharing of a nickel’s worth be- 
ing a common practice. On the other hand, it is known 
that frugal slaves of the habit chew the same gum 
over and over, parking it between times on the under 
side of chair seats. So it is difficult to even estimate. 
the number that are in the grip of this devastating 
vice, but there is a mighty host headed for destruc. 
tion and something should be done about it at once.

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There is nothing that they would rather hear, Every 
yclarion call is fresh confirmation of their conviction 
of the innate depravity of the human race and the 
solemn duty of organizing something to combat it 
and invoking the powers of legislation to control it. 

Sooner or later, no doubt, the demon chewing gum 
will be brought under the rein of repression and it 
will be against the law to possess the deadly stuff or 
pass it around or to park a chewed portion on the 
under side of a chair seat to be chewed again an- 
other day. Whereupon, such is human perversity, 
something else will be started for the hard-working 
reformers to squelch.

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PEACE AND THE OIL SUPPLY. | 

Now that Mr. Kellogg’s peace treaties have enjofed 
wide acceptance among foreign nations, it will be 
interesting to see them put to the test. While the 
substance of them in such a real world as this 
is can hardly be said te be more than that of which 
dreams are made, there is no ‘disposition anywhere 
not to ascribe to them the fine quality of making 
every civilized nation more acutely realize its re- 
sponsibility to international society. It is undeniable 
that nations are more responsible to civilization than 
they used to be. No nation, it is safe to say, wishes 
to bring down upon itself the censure of the world. 
The economic interdependence of nations has become 
too great for that. A Russia, vast in extent, mighty 
in power, and almost sufficient to itself, can defy 
the worlds but a less than Russia, as Japan found 
out in Shantung, as England has found out in 
Egypt, and as we ourselves have found out in the 
Caribbean, must be very circumspect about it. 

Yet the Kellogg treaties are far from impressing 
people whose understanding of war penetrates to 
depths which are obscure to idealists like Mr. Kel- 
logg. Ludwell Denny is one of these. Mr. Denny 
was for years attached to our State Department. His 
specialty was oil, and he has written a book about 
it. “We Fight for Oil,” which some critics think 
might better have been entitled “America Fights 
Britain,” fully explains why Mr, Denny believes that 
oil will at length bring the two great English-speak- 
ing countries into bitter conflict for supremacy. It 
is, he says, a rivalry in which the greater experience 
of the Britons in empire has already bested us. 
Our own Government plays oil politics, but it is 
the opinion of Mr. Denny that we do not do it very 
well. 
ourselves compelled to buy oil from Britain at her 
price, as Mr. Hoover some time.ago complained we 
would have to buy rubber, the Kellogg treaties will 
not amount to very much. Nor does the late World 
War, which had economic rather than political 
causes, suggest that they will. 

It is for this reason, says Mr. Denny, that in any 
foreign controversy in which oil is the chief desid- 
eratum, like that with Mexico, for instance, our Gov- 
ernment is always found upon the side of the big 
American oil companies. His experience is that in 
similar controversies which are bottomed on oil the 
British Government is also always on the side of the 
big British oil companies. Oil politics, in a word, 
transcend every other kind of international politics. 
Both sea power)and colonies are but branches upon 
the great stem. Not many of us are aware that there 
has been a great British-American fight for the oil 
fields of Mesopotamia, Russia, Persia, Venezuela, 
Colombia, Spain, Argentina and Mexico. Mr. Denny 
knows all about it. His chapter on Venezuela, and 
the British-American rivalry in this, now the second 
oil-producing country, is said to be almost sensa- 
tional, the more so since the reader has usually 
known nothing about it. Mr. Denny thinks it is 
because the country is young and therefore not 
internationally minded, as well as because our own 
oil scandal has been all the oil story we could ab- 
sorb. He, at least, has been aware of it, and the 
story he tells is one documented with the proofs. 
Mr. Denny thinks we are drifting steadily toward 
war. Mr. Kellogg thinks we are blissfully drifting 
toward peace. We imagine that most people would 
rather read Mr. Denny’s book than one of Mr. Kel- 
logg’s treaties. The reader may not fully share. 
the opinion that oil will bring the United States and 
England to war, but ‘he can readily admit that in so 
great a commodity there are undoubtedly the germs 
of conflict.

MONTANA AND THE SENATE. 
The relation of the State of Montana to the United 
States Senate is unique. She has two Democratic

Wheeler drove Daugherty ‘out of the office of Attor- 
ney-General after Mr. Coolidge had refused to dis- 
miss him from the Cabinet. 
No other State, so far as we know, has done so 
much through its representatives to purify the pub- 
lic service and make the Government honest. The 
Government ought to be honest. Public office ought 
not to be a means of private enrichment. What Fall 
did and what Daugherty did faced the Government 
with a dilemma which had no precedent in our his- 
tory, and it was the United States Senators from 
Montana who took the initiative in doing what should 
have been done. 
The New York Herald-Tribune, which is one of 
the mouthpieces of privilege, applied to Senators 
Walsh and Wheeler the epithet of “mud gunners.” 
They wanted the Government to be honest, and be- 
cause they exposed the man who made it dishonest 
they were “mud gunners.” Fortunately for the na- 
tional morals, Montana, unhonored by the nation for 
this signal service, has a mearfs of honoring her- 
self. She can do it by honoring her two useful Sen- 
ators. She has already done so by re-electing Sen- 
ator Walsh, and the Democrats of the State have just 
renominated Senator Wheeler in the primary. He, 
too, will probably be re-elected. 
To Montana these men are not “mud gunners.” In 
truth, they are a rebuke to many of the other states, 
seme of which have not even one Senator who would 
turn his hand ever to purify the public service. 
Maine, for instance, has just re-elected Senator Hale, 
who consistently refused to do so. He voted against 
every effort made to stop the almost open sale of 
privilege in high public place. Montana has two 
Senators who did do it, and they have heavy hands. 
All honor to her. —

The Irrepressible Issue

ESPITE ‘superhuman efforts to pre- 
D vent it, prohibition has got into politics, 

The Anti-Saloon Leagitie has moved 
heaven and earth to keep it out. Nothing 
could be so terrible as to allow citizens to 
vote on a subject which comes nearer than 
any other to being of universal discussion 
and interest. This feeling was shared by 
the politicians of both parties, who, in ad- 
dition, dreaded the raising of an issue which 
would leave them uncertain of their own 
following and doubtful what might happen 
to their leadership. Accordingly, both Re- 
publican and Democratic platforms adopted 
a plank which intended above all things to 
keep prohibition out of the presidential 
campaign. But it has been plunged into it. 
The statements made by Gov. Smith and 
by Chairman Raskob have made it inevita- 
ble that the question of. amending or re- 
pealing the Volstead act is. going to be 
argued from now till next November, with 
an effect upon the election which will be 
tremendous, though no one can now fore- 
tell which party or which candidate will be 
more helped or hurt by it. 


One obvious and immediate result is to 
throw Republican plans into confusion. 
This fact stands out in such a speech as 
Representative Fish made to his Republican 
constituents in this State on Saturday. He 
exhorted them not to be despondent: not 
to act as if their campaign had been “para- 
lyzed” at the very beginning “by the bold 
Strategy of Gov. Smith. Similar indications 
of Republican uneasiness and apprehension 
are seen in other states. In Illinots, for 
example, Republicans are saying that Secre- 
tary Hoover must somehow qualify his stand 
in favor of prohibition, unless he wishes 
to see Chicago go for Smith by 400,000 ma- 
jority and the whole State imperiled. The 
Chicago Tribune has given expression to 
the view that Mr. Hoover must in some way 
satisfy the large number of Republicans 
who show signs of being swept away by 
the great movement in favor of Smith main- 
ly because of his courageous stand on pro- 
hibition. 

Is Secretary Hoover ftrrevocably dry? 
Some ingenious but anxious Republican dia- 
lecticians are trying to prove that he is not. 
They take up and analyze his letter to Sen- 
ator Borah and seize hopefully upon two ex- 
pressions in it. One is that prohibition its 
an “experiment.” To be sure, Secretary 
Hoover added that it was one “noble in 
motive.” But still an experiment is some- 
thing that can be dropped if it has faithfully 
been tried out and has failed. Note also, 
say these eager Republican expounders of 
Mr. Hoover's text, that he said that prohi- 
bition “must be worked out constructively.” 
This is a blessed word. May it not mean 
that Secretary Hoover intends'‘to tear down 
the Volstead act and then “construct’’ some- 
thing much better on its ruins?

ARE UMPIRES PEOPLE? 
From the Boston Herald. 
HE Rev. Egbert W. A. Jenkinson’s sug- 


gestion in the Mail Bag column that 
baseball umpires discard their blue suits 
and dress like other persons is interesting, 
but betrays a ghastly ignorance of the ac- 
tual situation. Mr. Jenkinson writes as if 
he considered His Umps a person (is the 
plural Their Umps, Their Umpses or His 
Umpses?) with feelings like those of regu- 
lar folks. Now, professional baseball pla§- 
ers could have informed him that umpires 
resemble the human article in being near- 
sighted at times, prejudiced almost always 
and not seldom unintelligent, but otherwise 
are a race apart, a set of pariahs. There 
is documentary evidence on some of those 
points. Go read the rules, Mr. Jenkinson.

There are, per- 
haps, seemingly authenticated instances of 
umpires who have been, like Charles I, good 
family heads, but brute animals may be as 
much as that.

teur radio enthusiasts in Wash- 

ington, D. C., darken the lights 
in their studios and for an hour or 
sO mysterious things happen. 

Each studio bears remarkable 
similarity. On one. side of each 
studio is hung a white curtain and 
at the far side is a table on which 
is rigged a peculiar assortment of 
machinery. These amateurs are 
receiving and seeing radio movies. 

C. Francis Jenkins, 4 well-known 
radio amateur of Washington, 
Started it all. He has been experi- 
menting with radio movies for 
some years. Just recently he per- 
fected a machine which was capa- 
ble of sending out “simple subject” 
pictures, but in the past few weeks 
he has elaborated on his invention 
and now the pictures he sends out 
are rather pretentious.

ROM the noisy carnage of Tin 
F Pan Alley to the effete ¢.0- 
quence of the Metropolityn 
Opera House—that is the path trut 
music critics are predicting Georce 
Gershwin, America’s foremost °x- 
ponent of syncopation, will follow 
as a result of the genius he uits- 
played in “The Song of the Flame,” 
the opera to be presented at the 
Municipal Theater tomorrow nivht. 
That America’s hope for a crea’ 
tor of a true American grand opera 
should rest upon the shoulders of 
a youth whose juvenile inspiration 
and training were gained amid i” e 
din of popular inanities is one of 
the artistic anomalies which «o [re- 
quently. arise to confound the in- 
telligentsia. 

But, perhaps, it was amid 
raucous bleatings of Tin Pan Al‘tey 
that Gershwin first grasped he 
feel of American neuroticism «ad 
there first sensed the spirit that ‘e 
will later interpret in the [int 
truly great American grand opera, 
and which he has already breathed 
into- “Rhapsody in J3lue” and 
“Concerto in F.” 

For thre more liberal 
sages have conferred upon Gersh- 
win the mantel of leadership thet 
Victor Herbert, great as a light 
opera composer but just sho.t of 
greatness in the grand opera Jicl}, 
could not carry to the supreme 
heights.

Activities in U. S. for First Half 
of Year 2 Pct. Below Those 
of Like Period in 1927.

The beginning of the last half of 
the year found building activities 
throughout the country -bout on a 
par with those of a year ago. Re- 
ports made to S. W.*Straus & Co. 
from the 541 principal cities and 
towns of the country covering all 
of the 48 States showed building 
permits and plans filed for the half 
year amounted to $2,065,202,908 
compared with $2,103,324,264, a 
loss of slightly less than Zz per cent. 
In the first half of 1926 substan- 
tially the same list of cities .report- 
ed $2,245,030,070, and in 1925, $2,- 
343,308,089. Thus, the first half 
of 1928 was a little below the four- 
year record for the period. 

These figures cover  approxi- 
mately 80 per cent of building op- 
erations within the limits of all in- 
corporated cities and towns. They 
do not include cost of road build- 
ing, construction of subways, 
bridges or other major engineer- 
ing projects. They pertain to 
buildings only and are to be taken 
as an index of activities which wil] 
be under way within the next few 
months rather than records of 
money already spent. 

The same 541. cities reported 
$368,987,324 in June compared 
With $362,581,217, a gain so slight 
as to be without economic signifi- 
cance. In June, 1926, the same 
| cities reported building permits 
and plans filed $411,051,351 ana in 
June, 1925, the total was 
321,193. 

The 25 cities leading the list in 
building prospects submitted much 
more favorable 
the other places. For 
half of the year, those cities issued 


a——apemense 


building permits amounting to $1,- 
285,744,471, compared with $1,- 
229,630,024 last’ year, a gain of 5 


per cent. The figures for June 
were 1928, 1928, $228,021,213: 
June, 1927, $209,238,744; gain 9 
per cent. 


New York City continued to run 
far ahead of any other city in the 
country. The plans filed there for 
the first half of the year called for 
the expenditure of $561,395,247, 
compared with $493,315,695, last 


year,-a gain of 14 per cent. 
The activities in New York, in 
fact, were in large measure _§re- 


sponsible for the exceilent showing 
made by the 25 city group for the 
half year. Chicago, Detroit, 
Angeles, Newark, San Francisco, 
Milwaukee, Portland, Ore., Buffalo 
and Indianapolis showed substan- 
tial losses, while notable gains 
were recorded in Boston, Cleve- 
land, Pittsburg, Seattle, Yonkers, 
St. Louis, Baltimore, Houston, 
Cincinnati, Atlanta and Albany, 
Philadelphia, Washington, Oak- 
land and Birmingham revealed 
conditions not greatly at variance 
with those last year.

It so happens that when she was ua 
year old the Countess Felicia became 
a figure of international importance, 
about whom lengthy intrigue centered. 
She had been kidnaped by her father, 
who is a Polish nobleman, and she 
was sought by her mother, an Ameri- 
can heiress with very influential con- 
nections. Later her mother and fa- 
ther were divorced. 

Inevitably, though 20 years have 
elapsed, this romantic episode that 
took on an international character is 
recalled now that her own marriage 
has crashed and she has been granted 
a divorce from Drew Pearson, a young 
newspaperman whom she married 
three years ago. 


The story of the Countess Felicia 
rightly begins with her mother, the 
former Eleanor Patterson, daughter of 
the late editor of the Chicago Tribune, 
Robert Patterson, for it was the fate 
of the mother that largely presaged 
the fate of the daughter. It is neces- 
sary to go back to the days of the 
Roosevelt administration, when Elea-

Then he was 
made a Judge of the Municipal Court, 
and a year ago was elected President 
Judge. In the year he has served as 
jurist and arbitrator of juvenile delin- 
quency and domestic relations cases 
he has set many precedents. He is 
the sort of man who would. 
His experience as a 
caused him:to believe in early

Miss Philadelphia and Miss 
America, generally speaking, make 
conservative, home-loving, maternal 


wives and mothers.”’ 


HE jurist is a student of matters 
domestic, and an intense one, but

And she immediately went to her 
home at 624 Louisa street, the home 
of an aunt where she had resided 
since her parents’ death, and locked 
herself in her room. She refused to 
appear for dinner that evening. 


HE next day the boy who had 

said those hasty words came to 

her home. He wished to beg her 

pardon, to ask her forgiveness. She 
would not see him. 

The days lengthened themselves into 
weeks, the weeks into months. still 
Julia refused to leave her room.” Her 
relatives, realizing that her conduct 
had for its cause something other than 
the whim of a child, provided for her 
in every way they could.

me. Involuntarily, I halted to watch 
the pitiful sight. 

‘*That sobdier,’ said I, ‘perhaps has 
friends in his own camp and in his own 
regiment. Yet here he lies dead, aban- 
doned by everyone and everything ex- 
cept his faithful dog. What a lesson 
nature gives to all of us through the 
medium of a mere animal!’ 


“What is man’? And what is the 
mystery of his strange experiences? I 
had ordained and commanded battles, 
without an atom of emotion as to the 
resulta of my orders—battles whose 
outcome was to decide the destiny of 
the army and of nations. 


‘TI had stood dry-eyed and watched 
movements executed which brought 
about the deaths of innumerable sol- 
diers. Yet, at sight of that faithful 
dog's vigil, I was moved to tears.’ 


History does not say what happened 
to the little yellow dog whose fidelity 
moved an iron-hearted conqueror to 
such emotion. But his memory is pre- 
served forever by the description I! 
have just quoted.

As we flew there at the top of 
the world, we saluted the gallant, 
indomitable spirit of Peary and 
verified his report in every detail. 

Below us was a great, eternally- 
frozen, snow-covered ocean, brok- 
én into ice fields or cakes of vari- 
ous sizes and shapes, the boun- 
daries of which were the ridges 
formed by the great pressure of 
one cake upon another. This 
showed a constant ice movement 
and indicated the non-proximity of 
land. Here and there, instead of 
a pressing together of the _ ice 
fields, there was a separation, 
leaving a water-lead which had 
been recently frozen over and 
showing green and greenish blue 
against the white of the snow. On 
some of the cakes were ice hum- 
mocks and rough masses of snow. 


T 9:15 a. m. we headed for 

Spitzbergen. But, to our 

astonishment, a miracle was 
happening. That motor was still 
running. We afterward found out 
the leak was Caused by a rivet jar- 
ring out of its hole, and when the 
oll got down to the level of the 
hole it Stopped leaking.
